sight of the town, not more than a mile an i
half ontside of the corporation limits, murider
combined with arson has been perpetrated, and
the hellish flend or fienas walk the earth undis-
covered,

But to our narrative, Guetavus Limerick and
Nancy, his wile, nged persons, and both over
seventy vears ot age, living not more than a
mile and o halt rrom town, were murdered some
time betwern Saturdey night and Sunday morn-
ing, and theiwr dwelling, 4 plain wooden tenoe-
ment, burned to the ground, The fire was seen
betwoen 12 and 3 o'clock, both in this pluce and
Falmouth.

It seema that Mrs, Archiye Roy discovered the
fire just beiore day, nud at that timy 10 seemed
to be dyiug cul, Bhe aroused her husband: aut
he thinkine the fire had gone so far that no
efforts would be availing 10 =ave the property,
did not go to the fire until about 10 o'clock next

fracturing ber skull, and killing her instandly,
So lnstuntancous was her death thet the infunt
child was fonnd clasped in her arms, unnwyo-
kened by the atroeity,

Mra, Stiegler was thiviy-five years of age, and
is said to huve been marvied 1wo or three times,
She 18 exceedingly comely in appearance, with
beautiful black hair, tall, and fair complexion.
A former husbund, numed Quassi, was incarce-
rated 1n the penitentiary for grand larceny, und
a peddler o: chieap jewelry on the levee also
claims to have been married to her, Itis wlehly
probable thot one of theee desperadocs ocom-
mitied the deed, though no positive proof pas
a8 yel beon addoced,

THE RIOT NEAR BALTIMORE.
Seeond Despntch,

BavriMonrg, August 21, —As far as can be
necertained, the following are the fucts of this
outrageous affais—

A white camp meeting, sitended by uany
ministers of the Methodiat Episcopal Church
of North Baltimore Districi, ol which Rey, Mr.
Landhan i8 Presiding Elder, was belng hetd at
the pluce before stated.

Rev. Messrs, Bpeak, Reid, and other white
minislers were officisting st the white camp,
near which, nnler the auspices of the sume, the
colored people were holding camp exercise nlso
During yesterday afternoon a number of young
men were noticed in the eampground having
pistols, These were, 20 fur as can be ascor-
tnined, resldents ol the surronnding neigh-
horhood.

No disturbance ocourred during the day, but
about mudnieht, while the colored people wera
conducting their religious exercises, they were
violently et upon hy & gaug of men, u_-aiulq loud
shonts, threats, and imprecations,. The .ﬂ'l'lll‘k
commenced by beating a negro man while on
his knees,

The pegroes at once yospe up, and @ scons ot
wild and indiscribanle confusion ensued, the
women screaming in leror. Shots were fired
by the aseatlants, but in the dark; bul fow are
suppogéd to have taken effeet,  'The colored men
rullied aod turued wpon their assailants, and
drove them ofl two or thiee times, whilst tha
women fled towsrds the white cump, Many of
the colored people were wounded with clubs,
snd some flesh wounds (rom pistol shiots,
Son.e of the colored mien had pistols, and vsed
them frecly upoun their assailants, but with what
restlts ure not known,

Finally, through the presence of the white
ministers and oiners, the conflict was ended by
the coloved people Teaving the ground and seok-
ing their homes, lraving thoir camp to the
desperadoes, who further gratited their un-
manly spirit by piling the tents and eifects of
the negroes, including bundles, trunks, and
glothing in a heap, aud selting (ire to the pile,
deatruycd It ull,

The while man shot, first mentioned, was a1,
prayer at the altar, in the while camp, where
the Rev. Mr. Speak was conducting the exer.
clses. By whom the shot was fired is not Itnown,
but the friends of some of the ministers believe
that it was fired by some of the white riolers
who intended it for a prominent Methodist
minister, How this may be, it is impossible to
say., Others think it was simply a stray shot,
which Is very probable.

Our informant enys that the white men cer-
tainly begun the disturbavce, us the colored
people were at the time engaged in relizious
exercizes. The assailonts are reported to have
used to various rallying ories, among which was
neard the expression, “How about New Orleany.”
There are many excitiae, and doubtless more
or less exaggernted storics circulating about the
atfnir, but the above, as Iar as can at present e
ascertained, seems to be nuthentic,
